Dr.  W.  H.  Whiting,  Jr. 
The  End  of  an  Era 

WHEN  in  the  early  morning  of  March  28  after  an 
illness  of  only  a  few  hours,  Dr.  W.  H.  Whiting,  Jr., 
who  had  during  the  greater  part  of  two-thirds  of  a  century 
been  closely  associated  with  the  college,  passed  away,  it 
meant  nothing  less  than  the  end  of  an  era. 

It  is  true  his  health  had  been 
impaired  for  some  time  and  with 
advancing  age — he  would  have 
been  87  on  the  24th  of  July  next — 
in  the  nature  of  things  his  physical 
activity  had  been  greatly  curtailed. 
!\'et  he 'was  up  and  about  most  of 
the  time  and  had  even  paid  a  visit 
to  Farmville  a  few  weeks  before. 
[There  was,  however,  never  any  im- 
pairment in  his  mental  powers,  and 
fie  had  lost  none  of  his  wide  and 
l/aried  interests. 

I  Sorrow  is  in  the  hearts  of  all  who 
knew  this  friend,  teacher  and 
Splendid  gentleman,  but  with  no 
one  is  this  sorrow  greater  than  with 
[hose  of  us  with  whom  he  served 
almost  from  the  first  issue  of  The 
Record  as  one  of  its  editors.  He 
ilways  stood  with  us  in  insisting  on 
ts  being  conducted  on  a  high  plane 
.nd  in  keeping  with  the  dignity  of 
.he  college.  He  was  its  alumni 
fditor,  and  notes  about  alumni  and 
jriends  were  from  his  pen.  In  ad- 
Jition,  there  were  one  or  more 
jrticles  by  him  in  almost  every 
psue,  and  there  will  be  found  in 
his  number  his  final  contribution.  He  was  wont  to 
egret  that  the  publication  had  not  been  begun  fifty  years 
arlier,  in  which  case  he  felt  it  would  have  become  a 
eritable  storehouse  of  information  about  the  college. 
I'hen  Mr.  Walker,  the  Managing  Editor,  received  a 
:tter  from  Mr.  Whiting  about  three  weeks  before  his 
eath  stating  that  owing  to  the  impairment  of  his  health 
nd  advancing  age  he  was  no  longer  equal  to  his  duties 
n  The  Record,  and  that  this  was  his  swan  song,  little 

d  we  realize  at  the  time  how  true  this  was. 

It  is  not  easy  to  take  the  measure  of  a  man  of  Dr. 
''hiting's  statue.     He  possessed  so  many  of  those  char- 

teristics    and    traits    which    go    to    make    up    a    great 
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personality.  Some  of  these  were  his  fine  intellect,  his 
conscientiousness  in  the  discharge  of  any  duty  which 
rested  upon  him,  his  insistence  on  the  maintenance  of 
the  highest  standards  of  honor,  his  outstanding  ability 
as  a  teacher  and  preceptor  of  young  men,  his  ripe  scholar- 
ship and  his  wide  and  lively  interest.  Reared  in  a  home 
where  the  Christian  faith  was  firmly  established,  he 
remained  unshaken  in  his  allegience  to  that  faith.  To 
these  must  be  added  his  modesty, 
his  broad  sympathies  and  liberality 
of  view,  and  his  courtesy  and  un- 
failing hospitality. 

Moreover,  his  great  charm,  his 
keen  and  delicious  sense  of  humor, 
his  lively  interest  in  his  friends  and 
everything  that  pertained  to  them, 
his  remarkable  memory  for  people 
and  events,  and  his  sparkling  con- 
versation made  him  a  delightful 
companion.  He  was  in  every  sense 
a  gentleman  without  reproach.  His 
breadth  of  interest  was  remarkable. 
He  kept  himself  informed  in  the 
political  field,  and  always  appeared 
at  the  polls  on  election  day,  when  he 
was  accustomed  to  greet  the  officials 
with  a  bright  smile  and  some  cheery 
\yord.  He  liked  people,  and  they 
liked  and  admired  him.  Coming 
from  the  country  where  the  fine 
horse  is  bred,  he  maintained  a 
lively  interest  in  this  animal;  kept 
up  through  reading  with  leading 
races,  and  was  familiar  with  the 
II  names  of  most  of  the  great  race 
■^^*        horses. 

Modest  and  unassuming,  though 
he  seldom  appeared  on  the  rostrum,  he  was  in  fact  a 
gifted  speaker,  and  when  he  did  speak  delighted  his 
audience.  As  a  writer  he  was  equally  gifted,  and  while 
he  never  attempted  to  write  a  book,  he  was  the  author 
of  a  number  of  biographical,  historical  and  other  sketches, 
all  written  in  a  delightful  vein  and  characterized  by  a 
high  degree  of  literary  finish. 

No  man  who  was  ever  connected  with  Hampden- 
Sydney  exerted  a  greater  and  more  profound  influence  on 
the  hundreds  of  students  who  sat  under  his  inspiring 
teaching.  A  great  teacher,  he  insisted  upon  strict  stan- 
dards of  work  on  the  part  of  all  his  students,  and  they 
admired  and  respected  him  for  it.    The  afl^ection  and  the 
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admiration  in  which  he  was  held  by  them  are  testified  to 
by  the  way  in  which  throughout  the  year  so  many  came 
to  visit  him  at  his  home.  At  such  times  as  Commencement 
and  Home-Coming,  when  a  great  many  would  return  to 
the  campus,  there  would  be  a  constant  stream  of  these 
students  to  his  house  to  see  their  old  preceptor.  This  was 
especially  noticable  during  the  last  few  years  of  his  he 
when  he  himself  was  not  always  able  to  attend  these 
gatherings.  Though  he  had  not  taught  for  nearly  ten  years 
the  fact  that  he  continued  to  reside  on  the  Hill  produced 
in  the  minds  of  the  residents  and  former  students  the 
feeling  that  he  was  part  and  parcel  of  the  college— his 
mere  presence  a  potent  influence. 

Dr    Whiting's  interest  in  the  college  was  a  deep  and 
abiding  one.     That  interest  no  doubt  first  began  when 
he  entered  as  a  student  in  1877  at  the  age  of  15,  graduating 
three  vears  later  with  first  honours.   From  1902,  with  the 
exception  of  one  session,  until  his  retirement  in  1939,  he 
had  been  head  of  the  Department  of  Latin    during  the 
greater  part  of  which  time  and  until  the  establishment  ot 
a  chair  of  modern  language,  he  had  taught  German.    I- or 
several  years  he,    together  with   his   colleague,   the   late 
Professor  Henrv  C.  Brock,  conducted  a  class  in  Spanish, 
they  having  introduced  that  subject  into  the  curriculum. 
A  number  of  vears  ago  when  the  college  was  in  sore  plight, 
he  together  with  Professor  James  R.Thornton,  personally 
conducted    a    campaign   to   raise   funds   for   the   college. 
Much  of  the  canvassing  was  done  with  horse  and  buggy. 
They  succeeded  in  raising  a  considerable  sum  in  what  was 
not  a  very  prosperous  period,  and  it  is  not  too  much  to  say 
that  this'played  a  material  part  in  the  preservation  of  the 
college  itself.     There    was    no  abatement  of  his  interest 
after  his  retirement.    The  library  was  his  special  interest 
and  concern.    Another  absorbing  interest  was  getting  out 
alumni  catalogues.     He  considered  the  decennial  alumni 
catalogue  a  matter  of  highest  importance  and  was  the 
moving  spirit  in  getting  out  the  last  three  issues.    He  was 
troubled  that  the  time  had  arrived  for  another  edition, 
and   adequate   preparation   had   not   been   made   for   its 
publication.     He  had  himself  assembled  a  good  deal  of 
material,  and  had  spent  much  time  in  preparing  a  roster 
of  the  students  who  served  in  World  War  H. 

The  hospitality  which  prevailed  at  his  home  was  of  that 
quality  which  had  come  down  from  ante-bellum  days  and 
reached  its  climax  during  the  life  of  his  wife,  whose 
graciousness  and  charm  are  still  recalled  by  many.  Those 
of  us  with  whose  lives  he  filled  so  large  a  part  find  it 
difficult  to  adjust  ourselves  to  that  which  has  befallen, 
but  the  warmth  of  his  friendship,  his  winning  personality 
and  fine  example  will  be  cherished  by  us  so  long  as  memory 
lasts.

The  following  account  of  Professor  Whiting  was  prepared  by  two  of 
his  former  students,  M.  Henry  Bittinger,  '24,  and  J.  Barrye  Wall,  19, 
and  was  printed  in  the  Farmville  Herald,  of  April  i,  1949.  In  the  same 
issue  was  carried  the  editorial,  written  by  Mr.  Wall,  entitled,  'Teacher 
and  Friend."  This  expression  by  the  editor  of  the  Herald  is  a  beautiful 
tribute;  it  speaks  for  all  who  knew  and  loved  the  great  teacher  and 
friend.) 

PROFESSOR  William  H.  Whiting,  Jr.,  died  of  a  heart 
attack  at  his  home  Monday  morning,  March  28,  1949, 
at  2:30  A.  M.  Death  came  quickly  and  quietly  to  the 
beloved  emeritus  professor  of  Latin  of  Hampden-Sydney 
College. 

Professor  Whiting  was  in  his  eighty-sixth  year,  fifty-one 
of  which  he  had  spent  on  the  campus  of  Hampden-Sydney 
College.      Coming  to  Hampden-Sydney   as   Professor  of 


Latin  in  1902  he  had  remained  in  that  capacity  until 
his  retirement  in  1939-  During  this  time  he  earned  and 
held  an  undisputed  place  in  the  hearts  and  minds  ot 
students  and  Alumni  second  to  none  in  the  long  history 

of  the  college.  , 

As  news  of  his  death  became  known,  messages  ot 
svmpathv  poured  in  from  scores  of  his  devoted  students 
and  friends.  In  manv  communities  throughout  the  State 
groups  of  former  students  are  pausing  together  to  recall 
the  great  personality  that  they  had  once  come  to  fear,  . 
admire,  love  and  revere.  Few,  if  indeed  any,  Alumni 
would  admit  that  they  had  ever  known  a  better  and  more 
devoted  teacher  than  the  man  whom  they  had  affection- 
ately called  "Uncle  Aggie."  o^      •      r-i     1 

Professor  Whiting  was  born  July  24,  1862,  in  Clarke 
County,  Virginia.  He  was  the  son  of  William  H.  and 
Mary  J.  Foote  Whiting  both  representative  of  families 
prominent  in  the  social  and  cultural  history  of  Virginia 
and  New  England.  ,    .       ,         1      , 

After  completion  of  his  high  school  work  in  the  schools 
of  Clarke  Countv  he  entered  Hampden-Sydney  College 
in  1877,  when  onlv  15  years  old.    He  was  the  first  honor 
graduate  of  the  Class  of  1880.    After  one  year  spent  in  1 
graduate  work  at  the  University  of  Virginia  he  returned  1 
to  receive  his   A.M.   degree  at  Hampden-Sydney  in  1882. 
Hampden-Sydney   conferred    upon   him   the   honorary 
degree  of  LL.D.,  in  1921.     In  1923  he  was  the  recipientl 
of  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Literature  from  Austin  College: 
of  Texas."  After  graduation  from  college  he  spent  twenty, 
years  teaching  in  Prince  Edward  Academy.   The  Univer- 
sity School  of  Nashville,  Tenn.,  and  the  Clay  Hill  Academy 
of  Millwood,  Va.  At  the  latter  school  he  served  as  principal  I 
from  1888  until  1902. 

From    1902    until    his    retirement    in    1939    Professor 
Whiting   occupied    the   Walter   Blair   chair   of   Latin    ati 
Hampden-Sydney  College.     Twice  during  this  period  he<f 
was  called  upon  to  serve  as  acting  president  of  the  college, , 
and  once  served  in  the  capacity  of  Dean  of  the  Faculty. . 
Although  well  equipped  for  executive  work,  nevertheless  1 
teaching   remained   his  chief  interest  and  desire  and    he 
always  returned  to  the  classroom  with  eager  enthusiam.  j 

As  a  teacher.  Professor  Whiting  is  remembered  for  the 
excellence  of  his  preparation  and  for  the  strict  standards  1 
of  work  required  of  his  students.     He  was  also  greatly 
interested  in  the  moral  and  physical  welfare  of  all  the  , 
students.       Students    often    marveled    at   the   fact   that  j 
Professor  Whiting  knew  every  student  on  the  campus  bv 
name  as  well  as  by  family. 

Dr.  Edgar  G.  Gammon,  now  the  president  of  Hampden-  ' 
Sydney,  entered  the  college  as  a  student  the  same  year] 
that  Professor  Whiting  returned  as  a  teacher.   In  speakiiie 
of  Professor  Whiting  Dr.  Gammon  said,  "He  had  a  vei\ 
decided  influence  on  my  life.    As  a  teacher,  as  a  man,  and 
as  a  friend,  he  proved  to  be  one  of  the  noblest  persons  j 
that  it  has  been  my  good  fortune  to  know."  | 

In  1884  Professor  Whiting  was  married  to  Miss  Sarah, 
Ray  Currie.   Until  her  death  in  1925  their  spacious  home, 
"Middle    Court,"    was    always    open    to    students    and 
friends. 

Graveside  services  were  conducted  at  Boyce,  Va.,  in 
Clarke  county  on  Tuesday  afternoon  at  2:00  o'clock,  by| 
Dr.  W.  Twyman  Williams,  former  pastor  of  College^ 
Church,  and  the  Rev.  M.  R.  Lane,  rector  of  Boyce; 
Episcopal  Church  with  interment  in  the  Old  Chapel, 
cemetery.  j

Hampden-Sydney  Alumni  knew  him  but  to  love  him, 
for  they  realized  that  their  training  at  the  college  was 
singularly  influenced  by  their  association  with  a  pro- 
fessor, -whose  humility  reflected  itself  into  their  lives;

Professor  \Mlliam  Henry  Whiting,  Jr.,  was  a  great 
;eacher.  A  scholar  himself  he  never  compromised  with 
-hi. roughness.  His  students  learned  early  that  there  was 
^tit  one  way— the  correct  way.  Whether  it  was  Latin, 
■  ■  rman,  Greek,  or  political  history  the  same  technique 
mparted  his  outstanding  knowledge  with  a  clarity  which 
■veil  the  dullest  students  could  grasp.  He  was  master  in 
he  classroom,  and  devotedly  respected  for  his  scholar- 
hip. 

Professor  Whiting  was  a  true  friend  of  every  student 
ind  Alumnus.  He  not  only  knew  the  student's  name, 
nit  his  ancestry,  his  good  points  and  his  weak  ones.  He 
h(nved  a  ^genuine  concern  in  the  Alumni.  Not  one  of 
'his  boys"  over  a  period  of  well  nigh  fifty  years  ever  lost 
'us  interest.  He  gloried  in  their  achievements  and  sympa- 
hized  in  their  failures.  He  loved  them,  and  they' loved 
I  i  ni . 

lie  lived  a  full  life.  He  lived  happily,  unselfishlv; 
uinble  almost  to  a  fault,  gracious  and  charming.  He 
\  cs  still  in  the  hearts,  characters,  and  lives  of  thousands 
t  Hampden-Sydney  Alumni.  His  death  on  Monday 
inrning  brought  grief  wherever  Hampden-Sydney  men 
cry  found,  but  deep  down  in  every  heart  there  was  a 
j-eling  that  he  still  lives  in  the  lives  of  those  to  whom  he 
lave  so  much  when  characters  were  being  formed,  and 
Icals  chosen.  God  give  us  more  men  like  Professor 
\  lilting.

Greater  Support  Needed  For 
Private  Institutions 

IN  an  address  made  by  Dr.  W-'illiam  E.  Stevenson, 
President  of  Oberlin  College,  before  the  American 
Institute  of  Banking  in  New  York  City  in  February,  1949, 
some  exceedingly  interesting  points  are  brought  out  with 
reference  to  college  education  in  general  and  particularly 
with  regard  to  that  of  private  institutions.  He  refers 
especially  to  the  report  of  the  President's  Commission 
on  Higher  Education. 

He  states  that  education  in  the  United  States  is  a 
"growth  industry,"  as  is  evidenced  by  the  fact  that  "in 
1870  there  were  eighty  thousand  students  in  secondary 
schools.  By  1940  there  were  seven  million.  During  the 
same  seventy  years  the  number  of  college  students  had 
increased  from  sixty  thousand  to  one  million  five  hundred 
thousand."  Moreover,  in  those  70  years,  "the  number  of 
high  school  students  increased  by  about  ninety  times,  the 
number  of  college  students  by  nearly  thirty  times,'  yet 
during  the  same  period  the  total  population  increase 
was  only  three  times."  Furthermore,  the  increase  will 
continue.  The  problem  therefore  Dr.  Stevenson  states: 
"is  not  to  find  students  for  the  classrooms,  but  rather  to 
find  classrooms  and  teachers  for  the  students." 

He  further  points  out  that  the  future  for  tax  supported 
institutions  is  bright,  as  they  will  enjoy  more  and  more 
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generous  support  from  both  state  and  federal  govern- 
ments. On  the  other  hand,  "the  privately  endowed 
colleges  will,  however,  have  a  far  more  difficult  task. 
Not  only  will  they  need  new  buildings  to  handle  the  con- 
stantly 'increasing  numbers  of  students,  as  well  as  for 
replacement  of  obsolete  structures,  but  new  endowment 
funds  in  large  amounts  will  be  required  to  compensate 
for  lower  interest  rates  and  maintenance  of  enlarged 
plants." 

As  in  the  past,  private  endowed  institutions  must  look 
to  individuals  and  corporations  for  support.  However, 
Dr  Stevenson  goes  on  to  show  that  there  has  been  a 
decided  decline  in  the  aid  given  to  private  institutions  in 
recent  vears.  He  illustrates  this  very  strikingly:  "Out  of 
every  dollar  contributed  to  charity  in  1929,  private 
colleges  got  8  6/10  cents,  *  *  *  and  in  1943  it  amounted 
to  only  4  9/10  cents."  He  states  that  the  private  endowed 
college  is  not  getting  the  support  it  once  had,  and  further: 
"If  privately  endowed  colleges  are  to  survive,  to  say 
nothing  of  meeting  expansion  needs,  individuals  and 
corporations  must  greatly  increase  their  annual  support." 
If  these  supports  fail,  he  adds:  "The  only  alternative  will 
be  to  seek  government  aid  and  thus  to  run  the  risk  of 
eventual  government  control." 

It  has  always  been  our  position  that  there  could  be 
nothing  more  'dangerous  than  by  receiving  government 
support— especially  from  the  federal  government— the 
college  would  lose  its  independence.  We,  too,  are  con- 
cerned about  the  preservation  of  the  free  enterprise  system 
and  agree  with  Dr.  Stevenson  that  "No  society  can  be 
free  unless  edcuation  is  free— and  it  can't  be  if  controlled 
by  government  policies  and  officials."  He  adds,  and  in 
this  we  are  in  hearty  accord,  "In  the  interest  of  the 
future  welfare  of  our  country,  and  in  order  to  protect 
our  American  heritage,  it  is  imperative  that  our  dual 
system  of  privately  endowed  and  tax-supported  institu- 
tions must  be  preserved." 

We  have  just  passed  through  a  highly  _  successful 
campaign  for  increased  endowment  and  certain  physical 
betterments,  and  as  we  stated  in  the  January  issue  of  The 
Record,  this  is  an  occasion  for  congratulations.  The 
friends  of  the  college,  however,  should  not  be  content  to 
rest  on  their  laurels.  With  the  interest  on  invested  funds 
as  low  as  it  is,  the  yield  from  a  million  dollars  is  hardly 
more  than  half  of  what  it  was  some  10  or  15  years  ago. 
To  be  really  independent,  the  invested  endowment  of 
Hampden-Svdney  should  be  not  a  little  over  one  million, 
but  three  million,  and  there  should  be  additional  buildings 
and  repair  and  renovation  of  existing  ones.  There 
are  many  people  who  would  like  to  be  recalled  in  the 
future  for  their  benefactions,  and  nowhere  can  a  man  of 
means  build  a  finer  monument  for  himself  than  in  giving 
liberally  to  a  private  institution  such  as  Hampden- 
Sydney. 

We  do  not  mean  by  this  to  make  any  suggestion  about 
extending  the  campaign  or  beginning  another  one,  but 
what  we  have  in  mind  is  that  the  needs  of  the  college 
should  not  be  forgotten  by  its  friends,  but  on  the  contrary, 
that  they  should  bear  it  in  mind  and  bring  it  to  the 
attention  of  others. 

So  far  as  the  Alumni  Fund  itself  is  concerned,  that  has 
become  a  permanent  part  of  the  college  program,  and 
must  be  kept  up  and  expanded  as  the  years  come  and  go. 


Our  Sympathies  to  Kenyon  College  and 
to  Longwood  College  of  Farmville 

IT  was  with  no  little  concern  that  Hampden-Sydney 
learned  of  the  disastrous  fire  at  Kenyon  College 
Gambler,  Ohio,  in  the  early  morning  on  the  27th  day  of 
February,  when  9  students  lost  their  lives,  a  number  ot 
others  were  injured,  some  severely,  and  the  property 
damage  exceedingly  heavy.  ... 

That  such  a  misfortune  should  overtake  any  institution 
would  stir  our  sympathies  and  cause  distress.    In  the  case 
of  Kenyon  College,  however,  our  feelings  are  especially 
aroused.    It  is  a  college  for  men  much  like  our  own.    It 
is  a  church  school,  having  been  organized  and  maintained 
by  the  Episcopal  Church,  and  it  is  no  more  sectarian  than 
our  own  college.    It  is  a  small  liberal  arts  institution,  and 
like  Hampden-Sydney  has  withstood  the  vicissitudes  which 
are  more  peculiarly  t'he  lot  of  small  institutions.    Founded 
in  1824  it  now  ranks  as  an  old  school  measured  by  the 
standards  of  the  New  World.     The  average  annual  at- 
tendance has   been  close  to  that  of    Hampden-Sydney, 
sometimes  exceeding  our  enrollment  and  sometimes  falling 
considerably  below.    The  World  Almanac  of  1949  places 
the   attendance   at  600  students   with   a   faculty   of  62, 
Hampden-Sydney  with  458  students  and  a  faculty  of  28. 
It  would  seem,  therefore,  that  Kenyon  College  provides  a 
teacher    for    every    10    students,     Hampden-Sydney,    a 
teacher  for  every  17  or  18  students.    Kenyon  College  for 
a  number  of  years  has  had  an  endowment  of  more  than 
two  million  dollars,  while  Hampden-Sydney,   up  to  the 
completion  of  the  campaign  last  year,  had  an  endowment 
of  less  than  three  hundred   thousand. 

Again  like  Hampden-Sydney  among  its  graduates  are 
men  who  have  made  names  for  themselves  in  every 
field  of  activity.  Its  contribution  to  the  educational  and 
cultural  life  of  the  country  has  been  of  the  greatest  value. 
It  is  a  standing  example  of  what  the  small  college  means 
in  our  educational  and  social  system. 

About  the  tragic  loss  of  life,  nothing  can  be  done,  but 
the  burned  building  can  be  restored,  and  it  is  our  earnest 
hope  that  Kenyon  may  overcome  this  great  misfortune, 
and  that  this  fine  old  institution  will  press  forward  and 
continue  its  great  service  to  the  entire  country — a  service 
in  the  educational  and  cultural  life,  far  in  excess  from  what 
one  might  expect  from  an  institution  of  its  size. 
*       *       *       * 

While  not  accompanied  with  the  tragic  occurences 
which  prevailed  in  the  conflagration  at  Kenyon  College, 
our  neighbor  and  sister  institution,  Longwood  College, 
of  Farmville,  also  suffered  a  disastrous  fire  about  6 
o'clock  A.  M.  on  Sunday,  March  6.  The  auditorium  and 
the  two  dormitory  stories  above,  which  housed  some  80 
students,  were  completely  destroyed.  Fortunately,  there 
was  no  loss  of  life  or  any  serious  injury,  though  a  number 
of  girls  had  to  leave  their  quarters  hurriedly.  Daylight 
having  arrived  and  the  temperature  being  almost  spring- 
like, there  was  no  sufltering  from  exposure.  However,  all 
the  personal  effects  of  those  who  had  quarters  in  the 
building  were  lost. 

With  amazing  promptness,  the  Town  of  Farmville, 
the  community,  and  friends  of  the  college,  raised  a  sum  in 
excess  of  ^8,000.00  to  aid  the  girls  in  replacing  their 
losses.  This  was  a  splendid  and  spontaneous  response  to 
the  needs  of  the  occasion,  and  shows  the  pride,  esteem  and 
appreciation  in  which  the  institution  is  held. 

With  the  auditorium  destroyed  the  school  will  be  greatly 
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handicapped  for  sometime  to  come.  A  new  auditorium 
had  already  been  planned,  and  the  Legislature  had  ap- 
propriated funds  for  the  purpose.  Though  the  construction 
of  this  building  will  soon  be  begun,  it  will  take  some 
time  for  the  completion. 

Intelligent  and  gallant  action  by  the  Farmville  \'olun- 
teer  Fire  Department,  assisted  by  the  departments  from 
Crewe,  Buckingham  and  Lynchburg,  prevented  the  flames 
from  spreading  to  other  buildings. 

Our  sympathies  are  extended  to  Dr.  Lancaster,  the 
President  of  the  college,  the  administration  and  faculty, 
and  especialh'  to  the  students. 


Caucasian  or  Word  of  Like  Meaning 
,  in  the  Constitutions  of  Social 

Fraternities 

As  might  have  been  anticipated,  the  virus  in  the  so-call- 
.   ed  Civil  Rights  and  Fair  Employment  Practice  pro- 
posals and  kindred  theories  has  not  stopped  in  the  business 
j  and  economic  field,  but  has  spread  into  the  domain  of 
,  social  relations.    This  has  been   recently  emphasized   by 
what  has  occurred  at  Amherst  College.  At  that  institution 
not  long  since  a  Negro  was  either  initiated  into  or  pledged 
to  a  chapter  of  the  Phi  Kappa  Psi   Fraternity,    one    of 
,  the  oldest  and  most  highly  thought  of  fraternities  in  the 
United   States.      The   national   organization    there   upon 
withdrew  the  charter  from  the  chapter.    For  a  number  of 
years  this  fraternity  had  a  chapter  at  Hampden-Sydney 
College. 

It  appears  that  this  fraternity  like  many  others,  among 
the   qualifications   for   membership   makes   being   of  the 
Caucasian  race  a  prerequisite.     Like  all  social  clubs 
for  that   matter,   business  clubs 


e 

clubs,  or 
s,  the  rules  of  eligibility 
jand  qualifications  are  fixed  by  the  organization.  It  so 
ihappens  that  another  national  fraternity  that  of  Chi  Phi 
;also  among  the  oldest  and  of  equally  high  standing,  with 
[the  same  provision  in  its  constitution  limiting  membership 
|to  those  of  the  Caucasian  race,  has  a  chapter  at  Amherst 
College.  So  far  as  we  are  advised,  this  fraternity  has  not 
comtemplated  the  step  taken  by  the  Phi  Kappa  Psi 
chapter.  Nevertheless,  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Amherst 
has  passed  a  resolution  requiring  this  provision,  limiting 
membership  to  the  Caucasian  race,  be  eliminated  from 
the  constitution,  or  else  the  chapter  should  close  its  doors 
;is  a  Chi  Phi  Chapter  on  the  campus.  At  first  this  condition 
was  to  have  been  met  by  February  i,  1949,  but  later  the 
lime  was  extended  to  February  i,  1951. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  of  Amherst  College  being  the 
governing  body  of  that  institution  no  doubt  has  the 
•ight  to  abolish  fraternities  on  its  campus  or  to  pass 
■easonable  rules,  regulations  and  conditions  by  which  a 
raternity  on  its  campus  is  to  be  governed.  But  when 
t  goes  so  far.  as  to  say  to  a  national  organization  that  it 
must  amend  its  constitution,  the  foundation  on  which 
t  rests,  it  has  gone  a  long  way  into  regulating  our  social 
elationships.  If  the  Board  of  Trustees  or  other  governing 
)ody  of  any  institution  can  proscribe  and  prohibit,  it 
rould  seem  that  it  could  prescribe  and  say  what  shall  be 


written  into  the  constitution  of  a  fraternitv  or  other  social 
organization.  It  would  appear  that  this  Civil  Rights 
proposal  and  kindred  theories  have  gone  "hog  wild"  and 
that  there  is  no  limit  to  which  they  may  go.  All  our 
socia  clubs  are  in  danger  of  having  some  governmental 
or  other  outside  agency  control,  set  up,  and  fix  its  qualifi- 
cations and  standards. 

The  question  is  not  of  race  or  race  prejudice  It  goes 
tar  deeper,  reaches  to  the  very  essence  of  our  social 
relationships,  and  undertakes  to  deprive  the  individual 
or  group  of  individuals  of  any  real  control  over  their  own 
social  affairs.  The  right  of  the  individual  even  in  a  choice 
of  associates  is  taken  from  him. 

To  one  who  might  say  that  in  the  case  of  the  fraternitv 
at  Amherst  College,  if  the  chapter  wishes  to  have  'a 
Negro  among  its  members,  the  action  of  the  national 
fraternity  was  in  derogation  of  that  right  of  choice  These 
forget  that  the  chapter  at  Amherst  when  it  was  established 
subscribed  to  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  national 
organization.  No  doubt  the  members  swore  to  support  its 
constitution,  and  when  they  failed  to  do  so,  the  national 
organization  was  within  its  rights  in  withdrawing  the 
charter.  Certainly  there  is  nothing  in  our  state  or  federal 
constitution  which  attempts  to  fix  our  social  relationships. 

We  repeat  that  it  is  not  merely  a  question  that  pertains 
to  fraternities,  but  in  the  end  affects  all  our  social  re- 
lationships. 

While  the  filibuster  may  be  called  an  undemocratic 
process,  and  certainly  it  should  rarely  be  resorted  to 
there  are  times,  when  by  its  use  the  passage  of  iniquitous 
and  vicious  legislation  may  be  prevented,  it  is  justifiable 
It  IS  with  satisfaction  that  we  note  that  the  recent  fill 
buster  in  the  United  States  Senate  has  perhaps  prevented 
the  passage  of  the  Civil  Rights  and  Fair  Emplovment 
Practice  measures— which  would  place  the  Federal 
Government  in  control  of  matters  which  from  the  founding 
of  our  nation  belong  to  and  were  reserved  to  the  states 


Longwood  College 


A  new  star  appears  in  the  educational  firmament,  or 
rather  a  new  name  for  one  which  has  shed  its  luster'for 
many  years— the  State  Teachers  College  now  becomes 
Longwood  College. 

This  is  not  the  first  time  the  institution  has  changed  its 
name,  and  recently  the  other  three  State  Teachers  Colleges 
changed  theirs,  so  it  creates  no  surprise  that  the  one  in 
Farmville  now  follows  suit. 

Many  new  names  were  suggested,  but  the  one  chosen 
seems  to  have  had  the  greatest  support  from  Alumna  and 
friends.  The  name  is  euphonious  and  not  wholly  un- 
associated  with  the  college;  for  a  number  of  years  ago, 
Longwood,  the  birthplace  of  General  Joseph  E.  Johnston^ 
was  acquired  by  the  college  for  a  recreation  center,  and 
has  become  the  showplace  of  this  immediate  section. 

We  feel  confident  that  under  the  new  name  our  sister 
institution  will  go  forward  with  its  light  undimmed,  but 
shining  more  brightly  as  the  years  go  by.

Dear  Alumnus: 

While  securing  one  million  dollars  means  much  to  the 
college,     it    creates    this    problem:       No    second    official 
campaign    for    a    large    amount   can    be    undertaken    for 
several  years.    Naturally  the  benefit  .s  almost  entirely  in 
the  endowment.    This  is  as  it  should 
be  because  it  was  in  endowment  that 
the  college  was  so  weak.     However, 
we  are  still  confronted  with  the  most 
urgent  needs  in  the  matter  of  equip- 
ment. 

The  one  main  hope  of  the  college 
now  is  the  Alumni  Fund.  It  is  a  sound 
one.  In  spite  of  the  extra  effort  just 
made,  which  resulted  in  the  grand 
sum  of  5^72,000,  there  is  no  reason  why 
the  Fund  for  1949-50  should  not 
reach  $50,000. 

Never  in  my  knowledge  ot 
Hampden-Svdnev  has  there  been  the 
splendid  feeling  that  is  now  manifested  on  the  part  ot  the 
Alumni.  One  reason  for  this  happy  situation  is  due  to  the 
fact  that  the  Fund  has  furnished  a  medium  through 
which  the  Alumni  can  express  in  tangible  form  their 
lovaltv  and  generosity. 

Approximately  only  one  third  of  the  Alumni,  as  they 
are  now  contributing,  increase  the  resources  of  the  college 
annually  by  the  income  on  one  million  dollars.  The  re- 
maining two-thirds  constitute  a  great  challenge  and  a 
strong  hope.  The  day  should  come  when  our  contributing 
Alumni  will  reach  fifty  per  cent. 

What  is  true  of  the  feeling  of  the  Alumni  is  equally  so 
of  the  friends  of  the  college.  We  have  never  had  more, 
and  their  financial  help  during  the  campaign  played  a 
heavy  part  in  attaining  the  goal 

Federal  aid  to  education  is  practically  here.  For  the 
present  this  aid  will  go  only  to  tax-supported  insititutions. 
It  will  mean  that  the  beneficiaries  will  be  able  to  pay  good 
salaries,  acquire  the  best  in  equipment,  and  lower  the 
cost  of  education.  Unless  private  institutions  are  in  some 
way  reinforced  financially,  only  the  strongest  can  hope  to 
survive.  I  do  not  look  for  much  financial  support  from  the 
Church.  Nothing  in  the  past  offers  encouragement  in  this 
respect.  The  thought  of  Federal  aid  may  have  some  effect 
on  the  Church's  attitude,  but  that  remains  to  be  seen. 
Only  in  a  modest  way  has  the  Southern  Presbyterian 
Church  supported  any  of  its  educational  institutions. 

Federal  aid  is  possible  without  Federal  control.  This 
has  certainly  been  the  case  in  the  support  given  to  the 
veteran.  Private  institutions  could  safely  share  in  govern- 
ment help  if  it  were  given  in  the  same  manner. 

For  the  moment  it  is  vitally  important  for  Hampden- 
Sydney  to  strengthen  herself  in  every  way  possible.  This 
is  especially  the  case  in  salaries  and  adequate  equipment. 
Endowment  can  be  played  down  for  a  while. 

I  do  not  think  such  institutions  as  Hampden-Sydney 
have  ever  been  more  valued  or  needed.  They  must  not 
only  be  preserved,  but  also  supported  in  such  a  way  that 


they  can  continue  to  make  their  much  needed  contribution 
to  both  Church  and  State. 

Believe  it  or  not,  since  the  campaign  closed  1  have  telt 
somewhat  lost.  I  cannot  get  accustorned  to  opening 
letters  and  not  finding  checks.  One  million  dollars  has 
created  a  terrible  thirst  for  another.  At  times  1  am 
actually  longing  for  another  round  with  some  whose 
sales  resistance  was  like  the  proverbial  stone  wall. 

Thank  you  again  for  all  that  you  did  to  make  the 
campaign  a  splendid  success.

Before  another  session  has  opened,  the  new  pastor  of 
College  Church,  Reverend  William  Mcllwaine  Thompson, 
will  be  settled  on  the  campus  and  will  have  begun  his 
ministry  in  the  religious  life  of  the  community. 

He  will  come  to  this  field  with  exceedingly  high  qualifi- 
cations for  the  duties  that  lie  before  him.    As  the  son  of 
Dr.    Taliaferro   Thompson,    Professor   of    Christian    Ed- 
ucation in  Union  Theological  Seminary,  he  possesses  all 
the  advantages  of  excellent  family  heritage.    He  received 
his  preparatory  training  at  John   Marshall  High  School 
in  Richmond,  Va.    After  his   graduation   from    Davidson 
College  in  1934,  he  taught  English  for  two  years  at  The 
Episcopal  High  School  in  Alexandria,  Va.,  and  during  that 
period  served  also  as  coach  of  the  junior  varsity  football 
team.     In  1936  he  entered  Union  Theological  Seminary, 
and  on  completion  of  his  ministerial  training  he  became 
Assistant  Pastor  and  Director  of  Religious  Education  at 
Grace  Covenant  Church  in  Richmond  for  the  year  1939-40. 
The  session  of  1940-41  was  spent  in  the  Graduate  De- 
partment of  Yale  University  on  the  Walter  W.   Moore 
Fellowship.    On  the  completion  of  his  residence  require- 
ments for  the  Ph.  D.  degree,  he  accepted,  in  1941,  a  call 
to  the  pastorate  of  Royster  Memorial  Church  in  Norfolk, 
Va.    From  this  work  he  was  called,  in  the  spring  of  1942' 
into  the  army  service  as  a  chaplain.   After  about  a  year  at 
the  45th  General  Hospital  at  Camp  Lee  he  was  trans- 
ferred   to   the   80th   Armored    Reconnaisance    Battalion, 
then   to   the   Tank    Destroyer   Battalion    and    with    this 
command   crossed   to   Italy  to  enter  the  Mediterranean 
campaign. 

On  discharge  from  his  overseas  service  he  returned  to 
Yale  to  begin  work  on  his  dissertation,  his  theme  being 
"The  Problem  of  Political  Authority  in  Calvin's  Theory 
and  Practice  in  the  Light  of  Modern  Interpretations." 
'This  work  has  now  been  completed  and  approved.  On 
its  full  official  acceptance  he  will  receive  his  Doctor's 
degree  at  the  Yale  commencement  in  the  coming  [une. 
Since  the  fall  of  1947  he  has  served  as  an  Assistant  Pro- 
fessor in  the  Bible  department  of  Davidson  College, 
where  his  work  has  been  very  favorably  received. 

In  addition  to  his  gift  of  social  attractiveness  he  has 
the  added  advantage  of  considerable  athletic  experience 
that  will  adapt  him  well  to  student  interests  while  serving 
in  a  church  on  a  college  campus.  During  his  four  years 
at  Davidson  College  he  played  football  on  the  freshman 
and  varsity  teams.  He  is  an  excellent  tennis  player  and 
has,  also,  an  interest  in  golf. 

His  attractive  wife,  who  has  been  highly  popular  in  the 
Davidson  community,  was  Miss  Alice  Jones,  of  Beeville, 


Texas.  She  is  a  graduate  of  Mary  Baldwin  College,  and 
was,  also,  for  two  sessions  a  student  at  the  Assembly's 
Training  School  in  Richmond.  There  are  two  children 
in  the  family:  Mac  Thompson,  Jr.,  now  slightly  over 
two  years  of  age,  and  Alice  Carter,  who  was  born  last 
November. 

The  coming  of  this  attractive  family  to  take  up  their 
residence  m  the  Manse  in  the  mid  period  of  the  summer 
will  be  an  event  of  great  interest  to  the  Hampden-Sydney 
community,  and  will  mark  the  beginning  of  what  is 
confidently  expected  to  be  a  highly  fruitful  ministry. 
Dunng  his  years  at  the  Seminary  he  was  viewed  by  all 
his  instructors  as  a  student  of  unusually  high  mental 
attainments.  The  congregations  which  he  served  during 
his  two  short  pastorates  held  him  in  very  high  esteem, 
and  his  work  as  an  instructor  at  Davidson  College  has 
received  strong  praise.  College  Church  is  indeed  fortunate 
in  having  secured  the  services  of  a  voung  man  so  admirably 
fitted  for  the  varied  duties  of  this  highlv  important  post 
in  the  synod  of  \  irginia.

The  Glee  Club 
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Doctor  Blanton  and  "Linden  Row" 

Matters  having  to  do  with  abiding  values  in  the  life 
of  his  native  Richmond,  are  assured  of  the  active  support 
of  Dr.  Wyndham  B.  Blanton,  'lo.  On  April  4,  he  appeared 
before  the  City  Planning  Commission  to  plead  for  the 
preservation  of  "Linden  Row,"  the  name  given  to  eight 
almost  identical  houses  in  the  100  block  of  East  Franklin 
Street.  These  old  houses  are  considered  the  best  examples 
of  the  Greek  Revival  period  of  architecture.  The  concern 
of  Doctor  Blanton  and  the  William  Byrd  Branch  of  the 
Association  for  the  Preservation  of  \'irginia  Antiquities 
of  which  he  is  the  director,  is  lest  the  Row  be  included  in 
the  business  zone.  The  Commission,  the  chairman  of 
which  is  Mr.  Charles  L.  Reed,  '27,  listened  to  a  great 
array  of  speakers  whom  Dr.  Blanton  had  enlisted  for  the 
good  cause.

Historic  Hampden-Sydney, 
1850-1912 

The  exact  title  of  a  Bulletin  written  in  1938  by  Mr. 
Karl  W.Fischer,  of  Indianapolis,  Ind.,  is  Zeta  at  Historic 
Hampden-Sydney.  His  carefully  prepared  sketch,  il- 
lustrated with  rare  pictures  of  our  college  buildings  and 
of  Alumni,  was  published  by  Beta  Theta  Pi  magazine  in 
February  and  March,  1939.  Mr.  Fischer  ranks  high 
among  social  fraternity  men. 

When  his  sketch  was  published,  a  copy  was  presented 
to  our  College  Library;  but  it  was  either  lost  in  our  dis- 
astrous fire,  or  is  tucked  away  on  one  of  the  shelves  which 
are  loaded  with  pamphlets,  bulletins,  and  other  material 
not  yet  catalogued. 

When,  Mr.  Fischer  was  asked  recently  to  send  a  copy 
of  his  sketch,  he  sent  one  to  the  Library,  one  to  Dr. 
Eggleston,  and  one  extra. 

The  Bulletin  is  valuable  in  more  wa}-s  than  one.  Many 
of  the  cuts  of  Alumni  are  no  longer  extant;  and  data  about 
244  Alumni  constitute  a  "Who's  Who"  of  these  members 
of  Old  Zeta  Chapter.  There  are  67  pictures  of  Alumni, 
beginning  with  Professor  Charles  Martin,  who  was  an 
official  of  the  College  1 847-1871,  and  who  served  in  his 
day  as  professor  of  Latin;  professor  of  Greek;  Curator; 
Librarian,  and,  although  a  native  of  the  North,  served  in 
the  Confederacy  1861-65. 


When  Charles  T.  Edie  was  killed  in  January,  1857,  by. 
Edward  A.  Langhorne,  Professor  Martin  was  the  first 
college  official  on  the  scene.  Mrs.  Thomas  C.  Miller, 
who  had  a  boarding  house  here,  gives,  in  her  diary,  a, 
vivid  account  of  the  whole  matter.  Langhorne  roomed, 
and  boarded  with  her. 

Among  the  pictures  is  one  of  the  brilliant  Charles  Scott 
\'enable,  who  was  born  at  "Longwood,"  was  prepared 
for  college  by  Andrew  W.  Millspaugh;  took  first  honor 
at  Hampden-Sydney  in  1842;  was  on  General  Robert  E. 
Lee's  staff,  and  was  for  many  years  professor  of  Math- 
ematics and  Chairman  of  the  Faculty  at  the  University  ol 
Mrginia. 

The  college  is  grateful  to  Mr.  Fischer  for  this  gift

Necrology 

BOULDIN.  Rev.  James  Wood  Bouldin.  Members  of  the  Bouldin 
Family  have  been  prominent  in  Southside  Virginia  for  many  years  as 
lawyers  and  as  soldiers.  The  .-Mumni  Catalogue  of  Hampden-Sydney 
College  lists  as  follows:  Thomas  R.  Bouldin,  Class  of  1814,  lawyer, 
member  of  U.  S.  House  of  Representatives,  Judge  of  the  General  Court; 
Hon.  Wood  Bouldin,  Class  of  1841,  lawyer,  member  of  the  Secession 
Convention,  Court  of  Appeals  of  \irginia;  R.  C.  Bouldin,  Class  of  185 1. 
lawyer.  Judge,  C.  S.  k.\  Berry  W.  Bouldin,  Class  of  '65,  killed  at  Hatcher's 
Run;  Robert  V.  Bouldin,  lawyer.  Class  of  1880,  died  in  California.  To 
this  group  belonged  Rev.  James  Wood  Bouldin,  Class  of  1898,  but  he 
was  of  the  Church  .Militant,  a  soldier  of  the  cross,  a  consecrated  minister 
of  the  Methodist  Church.  Born  in  Danville,  Va.,  his  parents  were 
Hon.  Edwin  Edmunds  Bouldin  and  Mrs.  Lucy  E.  Bouldin;  he  was 
educated  at  Eastman  Business  College,  at  Hampden-Sydney  College, 
and  at  the  Louisville  Seminary.  For  a  time  during  the  Boxer  Rebellion, 
he  was  a  missionary  in  China:  for  neariy  fifty  years  he  had  served  as 
pastor  in  the  Virginia  Conference.  The  end  of  this  life  of  usefulness 
came  on  March  2^  1949,  at  the  parsonage  of  Beulah  Methodist  Church 
at  Abilene,  Va.,  where  Mr.  Bouldin  had  been  stationed  since  the  fall 
meeting  of' Conference.   The  body  was  laid  to  rest  in  the  Bouldin  plot  in

Our  friend  was  one  who  went  about  doing  good;  on  his  pastoral  visits 
a  service  of  scripture  reading  and  prayer  was  conducted,  the  conversa- 
tion had  a  spiritual  turn,  and  when  he  left,  there  was  a  feeling  that  a 
man  of  God  had  passed  by.  His  sermons  were  edifying  and  scriptural; 
he  practiced  in  daily  life  what  he  preached  in  the  pulpit;  he  let  his  light 
shine  before  men  aAd  the  worid  is  better  for  his  life  and  example.

Mr.  Brown  Young  Wills,  Class  of  1890,  of  Xicholasville, 
Kentucky,  died  in  a  Lexington,  Ky..  hospital,  on  November  15  1947, 
a»e  seventv-seven.

^'delia  Young  Willis  of  Jessamine  County,  Ky.  Mr.  W  lUis  had  been  a 
member  of  the  Simpson-Willis  Lumber  Company  from  1906  to  his  re- 
tirement in  1943.

He  had  been  active  and  useful  iif 
the  business,  civic,  and  religious  affairs  of  Prince  Edward  County, 
having  served  as  chairman  of  the  Prince  Edward  Welfare  Board,  as 
member  of  the  Prince  Edward  County  Selective  Service  Board,  as 
Director  of  the  First  National  Bank  of  FarmviUe,  as  Deacon  and  Treas-^ 
urer  of  the  Pisgah  Baptist  Church.  He  was  the  father  of  two  sons:^ 
Clyde  W.  Bradshaw  of  Norfolk  and  Herbert  Clarence  Bradshaw, 
^vriter,  historian,  teacher,  scholar,  now  of  Durham,  N.  C— whose  recent 
removal  to  the  Old  North  State  is  much  regretted  by  his  Virginia  friends.- 

Mr.  Bradshaw's  death  removes  from  our  midst  one  of  our  busy,, 
useful,  and  respected  citizens,  who  will  be  much  missed  and  who  leaves  a 
gap  hard  to  fill. 

SNELL.    Olney  Elliotte  Snell  was  a  member  of  the  Class  of  1907J 
He  had  led  a  life  of  varied  usefulness  which  ended  on  March  i,  1949,  at 
the  .Memorial  Hospital,  Lynchburg,  Va.,  as  the  result  of  a  heart  attack. 
For  some  years  after  leaving  college,  Captain  Snell  engaged  in  farming 
and  lumbering.

was  right  was  to  do  it.  and  to  know  that  it  was  wrong  was  to  refrain  fro 
it,  regardless  of  what  the  consequences  might  seem  to  be,  or  what  othe 
might  think  of  the  wisdom  such  complete  fidelity.  He  truly  had  but  01 
rule  of  faith  and  practice,  the  Word  of  God."  On  January  i,  1891,  E 
Mcllwaine  married  Miss  Harriet  Meade  Jones,  kinswoman  of  so  mai 
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Alumni  of  Hampden-Sydney  of  her  own  name  and  of  the  Dinwiddle 
Atkinsons  To  the  Mcllwaines  were  born  five  sons  and  a  daughter  and 
tliere  are  fourteen  grandchildren  one  of  whom,  William  Meade  Mc- 
l,»_a,ne  IS  an  honor  roll  junior  at  Hampden-Sydney,  alma  mater  of  his 
lather,  Thomas  J.  Mcllwaine,  Class  1914. 

FLINTOFF.  Many  of  our  Alumni  will  recall  the  name  of  this  gentle- 
man who  assisted  the  College  in  the  financial  campaign  of  lo^o-^o  At 
the  time  of  his  death  from  a  heart  attack,  February  19  lo.g  Mr 
!•  lintoff  was  serving  as  superintendent  of  the  Emerald-Hodgson  Hos'pital' 
Scuanee  Tenn.  In  1926  he  bacame  administrative  assistant  to  Vice 
Chancellor  Benjamin  F.  Finney  of  Sewanee  and  served  in  that  capacitv 
lor  twelve  years.  He  was  a  native  of  Vermont  and  an  Alumnus  of  Yale 
\\  hile  working  for  Hampden-Sydney,  he  was  elected  to  honorarv  member- 
ship in  Lambda  Circle  of  Omicron  Delta  Kappa,  national  'leadership 
society.  He  was  often  heard  to  speak  of  this  as  his  "highest  honor'' 
and  he  regarded  himself  as  a  "good  Tiger." 

PAXTON.  The  Rev.  James  Dunlop  Paxton  was  a  trustee  of  the 
o. liege  from  1913  to  1918.  During  that  time  he  was  pastor  of  the  First 
Frcsbytenan  Church  of  Lynchburg.

he  died  at  his  home  in  Lynchburg,  March  20,  1949,  age  89.  He  is  sur- 
\ived  by  his  wife,  a  sister,  and  several  nieces  and  nephews. 

Theron  Hall  Rice,  Jr.,  Class  1936,  son  of  the  late  T.  H.  Rice 
professor  of  English  Bible  at  Union  Theological  Seminary,  Richmond

In  Mason-Dixon  competition,  the  Bengals  perfect 
12-0  record  at  the  end  of  the  regular  schedule  was  marred 
only  by  a  59-70  loss  to  Loyola  in  the  final  round  of  post- 
Son  tour'na'ment  play.  Hampden-Sydney  advanced 
to  the  finals  by  downing  Mt.  St.  Mar)  s,  37p4,  and 
Bridgewater,  71-62,  but  could  not  keep  pace  with  Loyola 
in  the  plav-off  game. 

The  only  other  game  lost  by  the  Tigers  during  the  year 
was  a  50-58  defeat  by  a  powerful  Duke  five  early  m  the 
season  at  Durham. 

Hampden-Sydney's  high-scoring  machine  averaged 
64.5  points  a  game  against  all  opponents-the  highes 
score  of  the  season  being  a  89-5?  romp  over  Ne^Tort 
News  Apprentice.  On  defense,  the  Tigers  had  one  of  the 
best  conibinations  in  the  State,  allowing  their  opposition 
an  overage  of  only  49  pomts  per  game. 

Individual  scoring  was  fairly  well  divided  among  the 
regulars,  with  four  men  accounting  for  over  200  points 
aniece  during  the  season.  Balas  led  with  288,  followed 
closelv  bv  McLean  with  259,  Misenhelter  with  234,  and 
WvUvs  favlor,  of  Richmond,  with  202.  Jimmy  Hunt,  ot 
Gretna,  pushed  through  173  and  \  ulgan  scored  _  156 
although  he  missed  seven  games  because  of  an  injured 
knee. 

Mavnard  Reynolds,  a  Danville  boy,  who  dropped  out 
of  school  following  mid-term  examinations,  contributed 
107  points  for  his  appearances  in  the  first  1 1  games. 


Not  discounting  the  outstanding  abilities  of  the  players 
themselves,  the  success  of  the  three-banner  season  is  due 
to  the  fact  that  the  Tigers  played  always  as  a  team. 
Coach  Proctor's  untiring  efforts  welded  the  squad  into  a 
unit  that  never  quit  fighting,  even  on  the  few.  occasions 
when  the  chips  were  down.  Twice  during  the  season  the 
Tigers  suffered  '"bad  breaks '-first  with  the  injury  of 
\-ulgan,  and  again,  with  Reynold's  loss  at  mid-term. 
Hampden-Sydney  will  not  soon  forget  the  glories  of  the 
fruitful  1948-49  basketball  season.  ■        ,        u
